Kansas has no grand jury, 
he said, except the county grand 
juries, which may operate only 
within their own county borders. 
The Legislature, he pointed out, 
could pursue a statewide Inquiry. 

At least a half dozen accusations 
concerning pardon and parole | 
bribes have come to his office 
within the last two weeks, declared 
Griffith today. None has been | 
thoroughly investigated, and noth- 
ing to warrant charges has been 
revealed, he said, but {nvestigation 
has been going on quietly by his 
department.

Eventing Post. 

LONDON, Jan. 10.—Arthur W. 
Kiddy, editor of Bankers’ Magasire 
and financial editor of the London 
Morning Post, in financial review 
today, says: 

“Those who bDIlibrly assert tha 
sterling will go over -parity with 
the dollar and that your gold will 
flow freely here shortly apparent- 
ly omit one important considera- 
tion, namely, whether you are 
likely to push sterling up much fur- 
ther or to send gold until you are 
definite assured that we wlll re- 
turn to the gold standard and a 
free gold market. Hence, the dis- 
position here is to back that ster- 
ling may not reach 
while. Yet moreover, there is that 
curious psychological fact, not en 
tirely to be ignored, that New York 
and London are somewhat alike in 
having a tendency to regard each 
others desires with some suspicion 
If London expresses a wish that 
America pursue a certain course, 
ulterior motives frequently are as- 
sumed by your side. Similarly, o7 
the present occasion your expressed 
desire that we should reimpose the 
gold standard prompts extra cau- 
tion here in the making of that 
decision. Of course, the real facts

A still better condenser is that 
which is known as the straight line 
frequency type. This condenser is 
made quite like the straight line 
wave length condenser except that 
the curve of both the rotary and 
stationery plates is very much ex- 
aggerated.

Piotting the frequency curve of 
this condenser we get another 
straight line as {s shown in Fig. 6. 
As the frequency of an incoming 
signal is the most !mportant fac- 
tor, a condenser that will tune 
evenly over the entire range of the 
dial settings is the ideal type. 

At present we know of only a 
very few condensers of the straight 
line frequency type on the mar- 
ket. There are, however, a num- 
ber of manufacturers who are 
producing condensers which are a 
cross between the straight line 
wave length and straight line fre- 
quency types. These are some- 
what easier to build and therefore 
can be sold at a moderate price.

“This definitely marked the beginning of my 
plunge into society, and, as I will reveal later on, 
Il became so popular that within 12 months of my 
arrival in London I wWa&as on friendly terms with 
the late King Edward, who was ther, of course, 
Prince of Wales. I have never been what might be 
called a snob, and it was nothing but pure accident 
that brought about my friendship with his royal 
highness.”’ 

Briefly stated, Hooley bought up a big estate 
which the Prince wanted, then sold it to the future 
King at what it had cost. This put him much in 
favor with the Prince of Wales, at whose suggestion 
Hooley soon set apart $2,000,000 for the poor. After 
his downfall it was said that Hooley “‘made so 
much noise about this charity that everybody ex- 
cept the poor wished he was dead.’’ Hooley aspired 
to a title, and he says: 

“Tl made a certain noble Viscount a present of 
$175,000 to save him from going into the Bank- 
ruptcy Court, in return for which I was to have 
a title of my own. I never got it; though, to be 
sure, I had everything arranged, and I even got to 
the length of receiving an invitation to a special 
service at St. Paul’s Cathedral to commemorate the 
late Queen Victoria's diamond jubilee in the name 
of Sir E. T. Hooley, Bart. Fortunately for me, as 
it afterwards turned out, the powers that be got an 
inkling that I was about to crash, and so I was 
saved the humiliation of becoming known to fame 
as the bankrupt Baronet. : 

“But this $175,000 was only one of many otuer 
big sums that I paid for the doubtful privilege 
of being received in high society. I once lent a very 
famous and beautiful Countess $150,000 to pay her 
debts, and I gathered that she was quite annoyé d 
with me when I wanted my money. I didn’t in the 
least mind flinging it about like water, but I cer- 
tainly spent my money with some definite object 
in view, even if it was to buy the silence of a black- 
mailer who took advantage of the fact that I in- 
dulged in wholesale bribery and corruption to gain 
my ends. 

“When I came to London all the blackmailers and 
blood suckers in the city rubbed their hands and 
said, gleefully: 

“*ah now we shall begin to make a bit of money.’ 

“There is no need now for me to mince words, 

and I don’t in the least mind con- 
fessing that I had achieved 4 
fairly formidable reputation in 
the Midlands as a man who stuck 
at nothing to gain his ow:

The charge on which Bertha Mzarek. alias Georges 
Maresco, has been arrested is that she defrauded per- 
sons by means of hypnotic suggestion. She rep- 
resented herself as having been sent by St. Michael 
and by Christ with the mission of healing the sick 
who believed in her, generally by transferring their 
disease to her own body. 

The ascendancy she managed to gain over her al- 
leged victims is amazing. This self-styled apostie 
of Christ was surrounded by many faithful, mostly 
women of good family possessing a certain fortune, 
who swore to have seen with their own eves astound- 
ing miracles and extraordinary cures performed by 
the “saint.” 

Her usual method was as follows: A sick per- 
son, attracted by her growing reputation, would call 
on her. asking for belp. After beine skillfullv 1-«s- 
tioned about his or her family connections and finan- 
cial circumstances, th- patient would be asked to 
make act of Catholie faith before the altar of the 
private chapel, crowded with statues of Joan of Arce, 
St. Michael, the Vircin Mary and so on. candles, 
flowers and a hundred implements of religious cere- 
monial. The subdued light, the sacerdotal garb and 
an odor of incense and ether would do the rest to 
impress the would-be adept. 

Suddenly Bertha Mrazek would fall in a ¢ataleptic 
fit, to the utter dismay of the unfortunate patient 
who had come to be cured. But presently the apostle 
would come to, and having received the care of her 
nurse—for she had a nurse who had blind faith in 
her always ready at hand—would declare, illumi- 
nated with joy and happiness, she had had “a vision” 
and received ‘‘a revelation.” The revelation natural- 
ly concerned the treatment which the patient would 
have to follow. 

On other occasions the apostle would assemble 
her patients, and having exercised upon them her 
hypnotic powers, would fall into ecstasy and trance, 
from which she would emerge with her hands and 
chest covered with sores. These were her proofs of 
the transfusion of the diseases of her patients, proof 
which these latter accepted and still accept as abso- 
lutely true and authentic. One of her faithful is 
ready to swear to having seen her float up the stairs 
without ever touching one of them. Others affirm 
* have witnessed the cure of a number of sick wom- 
en and, in particular, of a complete paralytic, who 
was seen to walk nimbly out of the house. 

She loved to describe herself as the Belgian Joan 
of Arc. and she had sometimes a vision of a rather 
terrifying character. One day she declared to have 
seen the Virgin in an ecstasy, and to have learned 
from her that the end of the world was near at hand. 
The world would be covered in darkness and men 
would perish amidst a most awful cataclysm. Sal- 
vation and paradise would be reserved exclusively 
to those who had faith in the divine message which 
she had been sent to deliver and who would prostrate 


: es gifts for her poor and her holy institutions 
and charitable works. 

The names of at least two members of the Belcian 
senate and of a Catholic priest are mentioned among 
her most frequent visitors. But the majority of her 
clientele were society women. 

This might have gone on indefinitely, if the fam- 
ily of one of her victims had not at iast informed the 
cuthorities. This young woman is alleged to have 
bought for Maresco the house in Forest which she in- 
habited and partially transformed into a chapel. 
The price paid for the house was 80,000 francs. One 
of the gifts of the same woman was a diadem worth 
60.000 franes and destined to adorn one of the 
statues of saints. 

It was at the request of this same family tbat Car- 
dinal Mercier excommunicated this thirteenth “apos- 
tie of Christ.” 

The final stage of her career began after her 
miraculous cure from palsy in the Church of Hal 
in July, 1920. What went before is less magnifi- 
cent. Early tn 1919 she was received by a char- 
itable person, with her child, alleged to have been 
born to her just before the war of a German father 
named Beeker. At this period she found herself 
in a state of blackest misery and pretended to have 
suffered imprisonment by the Germans. A few 
months later she appeared at the “Chat Noir.” a 
cabaret of a low type in a poor Brussels district, 
where she sank patriotic songs, recited her own 
poetry and drew expressionist pictures. And before 
the year 1919 was out she managed to be sent to 
Germany on secret service by the Belgian military 
authorities, who in 1920 granted her a military pen- 
sion for having been permanently incapacitated in 
service. 

One of the many things that the trial will have 
to clear up is precisely how and owing to which in- 
fluences she succeeded in this remarkable feat, after 
having entertained throughout the duration of the 
war rather suspicious!y good relations with the 
German occupation authorities in Belgium. 

Since her arrest she has been pretending to have 
bad a relapse of paralysis, though she has offered 
the prison authorities to heat toa red ziow a bar of 
iron by the mere act of sitting upon it! The author- 
ities declined that offer. But she is being kept in 
the closest observation by the most famous Belgian 
specialist of criminal pathology, Dr. Vervaeck, 
whose report is expected in a weck or so. 

Ever since her detention in the Brussels prison 
infirmary the “apostie’’ of Forest has kept up the 
same attitude. Her: speech continues full of mvs- 
tical inspiration, she insists on proclaiming herself 
the apostle of Christ, as the chasen Subject of divine 
miracles, as a miraculous healer. Her state of pa- 
ralysis into which she has fallen since her arrest 
i likewise unchanged. 

In these circumstances it is considered quite 
possible that the medical report which ts shortly 
expected may declare her not to,be.in possession of 
her full mental facuities.
